‘Everything is collapsing’: Fire engulfs landmark Notre-Dame Cathedral in Paris 


A fast-moving fire consumed Notre-Dame Cathedral today in a massive, roaring blaze that devastated the 
Parisian landmark, a searing loss for the city and for France. 


Flames that began in the early evening burst rapidly through the roof of the centuries-old cathedral and 
engulfed the spire, which collapsed, quickly followed by the entire roof. 


It was not immediately clear what had caused the fire at the cathedral, which was under renovation.

The central bank said more companies than not are planning to boost investment and hiring in the next 
year, particularly outside Western Canada. But they are generally gloomier about their overall prospects. 
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More companies reported lower sales growth, as well as weaker hiring and investment plans in the 
quarter, compared to the previous survey.

Underwhelming quarterly results from U.S. banks weighed on Wall Street today , while oil prices fell as 
Russia mulled boosting production. 


The U.S. benchmark S&P 500 stock index dipped after Goldman Sachs and Citigroup both reported 
quarterly revenue below consensus estimates, though it pared losses in afternoon trading. The index lost 
1.83 points to close at 2,905.58, the Dow Jones Industrial Average fell 27.53 points to 26,384.77 and the 
Nasdaq Composite dropped 8.15 points to 7,976.01. 


In Toronto, the S&P/TSX composite index rose 34.93 points at 16,515.46 as material stocks led the way.

Beginners are often intimidated by calisthenics, thanks in large part to a pair of upper-body exercises: the 
pull-up and the push-up. Personal trainer Paul Landini offers these fixes for both. For the push-up, think 
about it as an up-and-down plank. One of the most helpful exercises for building endurance in the arms 
and core is the commando plank, in which you alternate between the high and low plank for a set period of 
time. For a flex hang, the top portion of a pull-up, your palms face in and your arms are flexed so your chin 
is over the bar. Don’t worry if you can’t pull yourself up that high — you’re allowed to jump or get a boost 
from a box or a friend.

Toronto’s revolution in Mexican cuisine: ‘Now people are starting to know what the real thing is’ 
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Jahaziel Moreno dips a bun into a cylinder of guajillo sauce and gently places the bundle, now dripping 
1970s movie-blood red, on to the griddle. The sauce sputters, reducing, solidifying and encasing the bread 
in a rich, caramelized armour. Into the centre, Ms. Moreno stuffs chorizo, potato, lettuce, crema and 
mozzarella cheese to create a pombazo, a Mexico City street food staple, which in size and colour 
resembles a post-fight boxing glove more than a sandwich. 


A decade ago, you couldn't find food like this in Toronto. For a long time, going out for Mexican here 
meant corporate fast-food chains. But now, Toronto is starting to change, thanks to fewer trade 
restrictions, the ever-shifting winds of food trends, changes in immigration patterns and restaurants such 
as ltacate, run by Ms. Moreno, her sisters and parents. 


“Here there are a lot of Mexican restaurants. But it’s like Tex-Mex food,” she says. “This is real Mexican 
food.”

SkipTheDishes founders launch subscription furniture service 


Daniel and Joshua Simair, two brothers behind the successful SkipTheDishes food delivery app, are 
looking to build another success in an entirely new space: subscription home furniture. 


Saskatoon-based Pivot Furniture allows customers to subscribe monthly to everything from couches to 
coffee tables to lamps and wine racks, and then return the items when they’re no longer wanted or 
needed. 


The idea is based on a belief that, instead of spending thousands of dollars on furniture up front and 
moving it from place to place, many consumers would prefer to rent items for a monthly fee. The cost to 
furnish a one-bedroom apartment, including living, dining and bedroom, is typically about $60 a month, 
plus the $9.99 monthly membership fee, according to Daniel Simair. 


Pivot is the latest company aiming to disrupt the traditional furniture industry by removing the showroom, 
while also capitalizing on the subscription trend popularized by services such as Netflix and Spotify. Globe 
subscribers, read Brenda Bouw’s full story here .
